IV. Real world learning is best

• No research design replicates the complex 
interaction of factors that will influence smoker 
behavior associated with reduced risk cigarettes 

• What people say and what they do are different 

• Can’t rety on surveys, must monitor actual 
behavior 


Lessons Learned 

V. Reduced risk dgarettes appear to appeal most to 
committed smokers 

* Smokers intending tn quit see no reason to accept 
trade-offs associated with modified cigarettes 

Imnllaftm 

* Fear of relapse or fewer quits may be unfounded 

* The current market for reduced risk cigarettes is 
smaller than perceived

VI. Perfection is an elusive goal

* All cigarettes present risk which must be 
evaluated within context of risk presented by 
current products 

* Standards can evolve to address changes in
